HE decision of the South 
African Supreme Court to 
declare the High Court of 
Parliament Act‘ invalid {s 
important because it 
* Kustains the principle that 
conatitutional changes must 
be made by constitutional 
means. Dr Malan and his 
Government have attempted 
to’ impose two unconstitu- 
tional mensures—the  re- 
moval of voters of mixed 
race from the. common 
voters roll, and the creation 
of a Parliamentary High 
Court endowed with powers 
to overrule the judicial and 
appeal courts of South 
Africu, The Malan Govern- 
ment enjoyed no popular 
‘mandate for either legis- 
lative acts, Both were thruat, 
through Parliament in the 
face of considerable 
opposition, and they havo 
_ stirred up bitter feelings 
which have‘led directly to 
the recent’ passive and 
militant resistance miove- 
ments, It is the duty of the 
Malan Government to accept 
the Supreme Court ruling. 
Any action that would hold 
it im contempt: would 
create widespread resent- 
mont throughout South 
-Afriea, and whatever 
prestige Dr Malan may to- 
day enjoy would be gravely- 
jeopardised. 


Dp ® Malan has, normal and 

constitutional opportuni- 
ties for satisfying himself 
whether the Supreme 
Court's decision represents 
the popular will of the non- 
Africans. This he can 
ascertain cither at the 
gencral election polls, or by 
areferendum. If he is wise 
he will test opinion through 
the polling’ booths, for he 
is in a position to make this 
the main issue in a general 
election, The qualities und 
demerits of his’ Apartheid 
policy can best be assessed 
by the electorate. If ho 1s 
convinced he has a popular 
muajority.support_. 
segregation programme he 
need -not fear the outcome 
of o general election, or 
alternatively. the result of a° 
referendum. But it has been 
the rough-shod manner in 
which he has pushed un- 
constitutional legislation 
through Parlinment — in 
defiance of court rulings 
which creates the suspicion 
that Dr Malan is anything 
but certain about winning 
genuinely popular approval 
of his racial discrimination 
policies.

But productivity as a wage 
determinant is here to stay, ac- 
cording to 2 98-page study 
Issued by the _ management 
consulting firm, Fisher, Rudge 
and Neblett of New York and + 
Log Angeles, It says companies | 
had better find out quickly, If 
they can, what tho productivity 
ineresse rate Js in their industry 
and be ready to .negotlute. 

The trouble is, as the National 
Industrial Conference Board 
points out, that there are no 
official productivity Agures for 
manufacturing us a whole. The 
U.S. Bureau of Labour Statistics 
has estimates for 1939 tu 1950 
for about 20 Industries. From 
these it estimates that tho 
average gain in output for an. 
hour worked is around two per 
cent a year. . 

The Conference Board, making 
tentatlvo‘ estimates of Its own for 
all manufacturing “between 1039 
and 1949, shows output per man- 
hour gained an average of 1.4 
per cent a year. ‘ 

In just one field, that of office 
persennel-~-of ~ insurance -—con: 
panies, the gain in efficiency be- 
tween 1940 and 1950 Is put at 31 
per cent by Devereux C. 
Josephs, President of the New 
York Life Insuranct Co. He 
told the meeting of the Life 
Office Manngement Association 
In Atlantic City that -most of this 
is due to the mechanisation of 
offiee work. : 


BIG YARIATION 


Tho Fisher, Rudge and Neblett 
study also stresses management's 
contention that’ most of the 
productivity incrense js duc to 
more ‘efficient, machinery. 

It also notes that the Burenu 
of Labour Statistics report on 20 
industries show that in one 
decade an Increase of 186 per 
cent in productivity is shown by 
one industry, while a‘second had 
only one per. cent, and a. third 
lost 14 per cent in output per 
mun-hour, Because. of — this 
varlotion, the study’ questions 
how valid any over-all national 
percentage figure would be. 

Lebour's argument for tying 
wage Increases to productivity 
gains {s this; Workers' standards 
of living should Improve as the 
nation’s ecanomy continues to 
spread, Otherwise, the benefits 
of continued national. growth will 
accrue solely to employers in 
the form of Increased profits, 
while the employees’ share 
dwindled. proportionately.
